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The  Story 

On  his  return  from  a  successful  campaign 
against  Norwegian  raiders  and  Scottish  rebels 
in  the  north  of  Scotland,  Macbeth,  accompanied 
by  Bancuo,  meets  tnree  witches  who  hail  him 
Thane  of  Glamis,  Thane  of  Cawdor,  and  King  of 
Scotland.   They  further  prophesy  that  descend- 
ants of  3anquo  will  occupy  tiie  Scottish  throne 
I.iacbeth,  already  Thane  of  Glamis,  is  almost  im- 
mediately proclaimed  Thane  of  Cawdor  in  the 
place  of  the  man  King  Duncan  condemns  a  trai- 
tor,  with  tne  vision  of  tne  kingship  thus  al- 
most supematurally  projected  toward  him,  and 
urged  on  by  his  wife,  Macbeth  murders  Duncan 
vvnile  he  is  a  guest  in  Iviacbetn's  castle. 
Duncan's  son  and  heir,  Malcolm,  flees  to 
i^ngland. 

Macbeth  tnen  becomes  king,  but  he  is  ur.- 
easy  about  the  witches'  prom.ise  to  3anouo. 
Accordingly,  he  hires  assassins  to  miurder 
Dancuo  and  his  son  Fleance.   At  a  state  ban- 
quet, the  murderers  tell  Macbeth  that  they 
have  murdered  Banquo,  but  that  Fleance  has 
escape  i. 

Macbeth,  uneasy  again,  goes  once  more 
to  the  witches,  who  tell  him  he  must  beware 
Macduff,  a  nobleman  who  has  defected  to 
the  forces  Malcolm,  has  oeen   raising  in 
j^ngland  to  re-claim,  his  tnrone.   In  order 
further  to  secure  his  position,  Macbeth 

orders  the  slaying  of  Macduff's  wife  and 
cliildren.   The  crim.es  so  affect  the  queen 
that  sne  becomes  a  sleepwalker,  and  finally, 
a  suicide.   Macduff,  spurred  to  vengeance 
by  news  of  the  deatl.s  of  his  loved  ones, 
lends  edge  to  the  seige  Malcolm  and  his 
confederates  then  lead  to  Macoeth's  castle, 
Dunsinane.   In  tne  ensuing  battle,  Macduff 
slays  Macbeth  and  triumphantly  exhibits 
Macbeth' s  severed  head  before  the  victorious 


forces  of  I.:alco]j:i.   After  I.acduff  has  pro-^ 
clained  him  King  of  Scotland,  r.alcoln  names 
his  closest  allies  earls,  the  first  in 
Scottish  history. 


The  Occasion  of 

Shakespeare's  I.:acbeth 

In  the  Renaissance  tradition  of  royal 
pa/^eantry,  Shakespearj  wrote  I.Iacbeth  (1606) 
as  a  complimentary  tribute  to  James  I,  who 
had  succeeded  Elizabeth  I  on  :.:ay  19,  1603. 
(Pomerly  Janes  VI  of  Scotland,  Jar.es  I  had 
hereditary/  right  to  the  ii:nglish  throne  through 
the  marriage  of  James  IV  of  Scotland  [his 
grandfather,.,  to  a  daughter  of  Henry  VII.) 
Immediately  after  his  accession,  James  under- 
took the  patronage  of  Shakespeare's  comipany 
of  actors,  who,  having  oaen   called  "The 
Lord  Chamberlain's  Servants,"  then  took  the 
name  "I he  fling's  Servants." 

No  fewer  than  five  of  the  virtuous  cha- 
racters in  r..acbeth — Duncan,  I.lalcoLm,  Siward, 
Bancuo,  ana  Fleance — are  direct  ancestors  to 
King  James.   The  flourish  with  which  the  play 
celebrates  Lialcolm's  victory  over  .Vacbeth  un- 
derlines the  opinion  James  had  published  in 
his  3asilikon  boron  that  kings  are  ordained 
by  hereditary  and  divine  right  as  God's  lieu- 
tenants on  earth;  an  individual  ambition  like 
I.:acbeth's  must  accordingly  have  been  fostered 
oy   the  devil. 

In  the  play,  the  devil's  lieutenants,  the 
witches,  entrap  I-acbeth  by  "lying  like  the  truth," 
one  of  the  methods  of  operation  James  had  out- 
lined in  his  Daemonologie.  a  treatise  on  witch- 
craft.  The  king  knew  personally  of  the  reality 
of  the  infernal  power  of  witches:  his  News  from 
Scotland  records  his  presidency  over  the  trial 


of  a  coven  of  witches  from  Forres  whicn  had 
plotted  to  use  the  traditiorxal  power  of  witches 
over  the  winds  to  kill  James  by   shipwreck  as  he 
returned  froni  a  trip  to  Denmark.   I.lany  of  the 
details  of  Shakespeare's  text  reflect  Jarnes' 
interest  in  these  specific  powers  of  good  and 
evil,   'ihe  evidence  su^jgests  that  Macbeth  may 
well  have  first  been  performed  at  court  oefore 
the  kin<T;  doubtless  James  took  pleasure  in  the 
influence  his  ideas  exerted  over  the  themes 
and  imagery  of  the  play.
